LONDON, June 16.—A memoran- 
jim prepared today by ‘Dr. Alfred 

genberg, German Minister of 
Economics, for the Economic Com- 
mittee of the World Bconomic Con- 
ference, said there were two possi- 
ble ways of increasing Germany’s 
capacity to meet its international 
debts—first; by giving Germany an 
African empire where large public 
work schemes could be carried 


rough; or, second, by opening 
her new territories “to this people 


which has not enough space in 
hich to live.” 

Dr. Hugenberg took thie opportu- 
nity presented by the Conference to 
place officially before the world for 
the first time Germany’s request for 
colonies. 

German View of Situation. 

The memorandum set forth the 
ferman views of the world situa- 
tion and said that Germany was “at 
the head of the battle against the 
complete destruction of the Occi- 
dent’ and if Germany “perishes all 
other peoples will perish with her.” 

The memorandum, largely a plea 
for debt alleviation, was submit- 
ted to the Conference as negotia- 
tions proceéedetl over’ the German 
moratorium which halts virtually 
all Germany’s foreign debt pay- 
men ts.

600 shares of the company for $5,- 
650,000, and the later organization 
ef the Laclede Gas & Electric, 
whose sole assets were the 53,600 
‘shares. 

Also brought out during his tes- 
timony was an increase on the 
books in the fixed assets of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. from $44,- 
853,000 in 1925 to $53,979,000 in 
1926. 

Under questioning of Robert E. 
Healy, commission’s chief counsel, 
Munroe said the 1924 purchase of 
the Laclede Gas light Co. was made 
by a group of interests headed by 
the Corporate Investment Co., 
which he owned. 

How Money Was Supplied. 

The Corporate Co. supplied $1,- 
200,000 of the $5,650,000 purchase 
price, while the remainder of the 
money was supplied as follows: 50 
per cent by the Koppers Co. of 
Pittsburgh, a Mellon interést;, 25 
per cent by the Guaranty Trust’ 
Co., and 25 per cent by Montreal 
interests which were identified as 
Sir Herbert Holt and T. B. McCau- 
ley, president of the Sun Life Co. 

With the 53,600 shares of Laclede 
Gas Light Co. stock on its books, 
the Laclede Gas & Electric Co. sold 
$4,700,000 of 7 per cent 10-year gold 
debentures which reimbursed ‘the 
Guaranty Trust Co., the Koppers 
Co. and the Montreal interests. It 
sold to the Corporate Investment 
Co. $1,260,000 of preferred stock and 
then issued 200,000 shares of com- 
mon stock, 40 per cent going to 
the three interests supplying the 
senior money in the original invest- 
ment and 60 per cent going to the 
Corporate Investment Co. 

The debentures of the holding 
company, issued originally at $95.50, 
later were gold to the Union Trust 
Co. of Pittsburgh for $101.50. In 
1927 the Utilities Power & Light 
Corporation paid $70 a share, or a 
total of $14,000,000 for the 200,000 
shares of common. This represent- 
ed the profit in the three-year pe- 


riod. 
Explanation of Profit. 

Munroe agreed the profit was, 
made without additional investment 
by the original participants in or- 
ganizing the Laclede Gas and Elec- 
tric Co. but made this explana- 
tion: 

“The Laclede Gas and Electric 
Co., when sold in 1927 was a very 
different property than when 
formed in 1924. We were able to 
do things making its earning ca- 
pacity entirety different and our 
ability to do this enabled us. to sell 
at a $14,000,000 profit. 

“We obtained gas at 19% cents 
a thousand feet cheaper by build- 
ing pipe lines to the Roxana Pe- 
troleum Corporation and to the 
Standard Oi! of Indiana. The pipe 
lines were built by the Tilinois and 
Missouri Pipe Line Co., a wholly, 
owned subsidiary of the Laclede 
Gas and Electric Co.. The pipe 
line company gold gas to the La- 
clede Gas Light’ Co. at a substan- 
tial profit—there were $1000 a day 
gross profits to be divided between 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. and the 
gas and electric .company.” 

“Were there any reductions in 
rates ed the public when this 
gas was obtained more cheaply?”

Referee Recommends Judg- 
ment for That Amount for 
Famous-Barr Against 
Union Electric. ; 


BOTH PARTIES WILL 
FILE EXCEPTIONS 


Suit Based on Purchase of 
Cupples Light, Heat & 
Power Co. Which Had 
Contract with Consumer. 


A judgment for $111,938 against 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
in favor of the May Department 
Stores Co. (Famous-Barr), for al- 
lege overcharges for electricity, 
was)jrecommended in a referee’s re- 
port 
ton’s court today. 

The referee, Attorney Charles P. 
Williams, also recommended that 
the Union Electric be enjoined from 
hereafter assessing and collecting 
from the May company more than 
its published rates for electricity. 

The judgment recommended was 
for overcharges found by the 
referee to have been collected be- 
tween May 1, 1925, and Dec. 31, 
1931, through the device of a cor- 
poration actually an “instrumental- 
ity” of Union Electric. The referee 
found that the overcharge in 1931 
Was approximately $41,000. 

What May Company Alleged. 

In filing suit in 1930, through At- 
torney Edward A. Haid, the May 
company alleged that it had been 
overcharged more than $400,000 and 
later testimony was introduced to 
support a claim to a refund of ap- 
proximately $500,000. Both Union 
Electric and the May company filed 
exceptions to Williams’ report. 

The referee calculated the total 
overcharge for , electricity at ap- 
proximately $177,000, but found that 
Union Electric should be credited 
with about. $65,000 for underpay- 
ment for steam heat, resulting in 
the net amount recommended for 
judgment. 

The controversy grew out of the 
purchase by Union Electric in 1923 
of the Cupples Station Light, Heat 
& Power Co., which company also 
was named as a defendant. The 
Cupples company had installed a 
power plant in the basement of the 
Kingston Building on St. Charles 
street, in space leased from the 
Famous-Barr Co., and the Cupples 
company contracted to supply elec- 
tricity and steam to the tenants of 
the Railway Exchange Building; oc- 
cupied in part by the Famous-Barr 
store. 

Store Paid Contract Rate. 

Since that time the Famous-Barr 
store hag paid the contract rate 
for its electricity, a rate the ref- 
eree found exceeded the rate con- 
tained in the -schedule of Union 
Electric on file with.-the Public 
Service Commission. The store al- 
leged it did not learn until 1929 
that the published rate was lower 
than it was paying. “ 

Union Electric contended that the 
Cupples Station company, whose 
corporate: identity. has been main* 
tained, was not a public utility and 
was entitled to collect the rates 
it had established by contract. The 
plaintiff alleged the service actual- 
ly was given’ by Union Electric and 
thati the bills were sent in the 
name of.the Cupples Station com- 
pany to deceive it.

Wallace Says It Will Be 
Levied to Finance Acre- 
age Cut; $150,000,000 
Benefit to Farmers.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Secre- 


tary Wallace announced today that 
the maximum processing tax on 
wheat! about 30 cents, will be levied 
to finance an acreage -reduction 
program under which benefits of 
approximately $150,000,000 will be 
paid farmers this year. y 

His program for wheat will cover 
a period of three years. Pending 
the outcome of the London wheat 
conference, with delegates from the 
United States, Canada, Australia, 
and Argentina, the percentage of 
acreage reduction to be asked of 
wheat farmers in 1934 and 1935 is 
undetermined, but Wallace said 
that in no case will it exceed 20 
per cent. 

‘The processing tax is to be se- 
lected at the beginning of this 
marketing year, the exact date to 
be stated later by the sécretary. 
By tradition, the wheat marketing 
yeaft begins July 1 but Wallace may 


desires. 

~Wallace will announce his cotton 
acreage reduction which will apply 
to the crop now growing tomorrow. 
It also will, call for the levying of 
the maximum processing tax, which 
will’ be about four cénts a pound, ' 
the exact figure to be determined 
later.

RICHSBANK, HOLDER 
OF BONDS, NEAR TERMS 


Tentative Agreement for Ger- 
many to Pay Dawes Loan 
Service, Young Plan Interest. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 16.—Representa- 


tives of the German Reichsbank 
and of 25 foreign bondholders are 


understood from authoritative 
quarters to have reached a tenta- 
tive agreement today by which the 
Germans undertake to pay the 
Dawes loan service in full and the 
interest on the Young loan regular- 
ly in the currencies called for. 

Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, president 
of the Reichsbank, was the chief 
German negotiator. American in- 
terests were represented by Fran- 
cis Downey, an attorney. 

The suggestion was made that 
the sinking fund of the Young 
loan be paid in blocked marks, in- 
stead of the currencies called for, 
and that these marks be trans- 
ferred at a later date. 

Government Approval Necessary. 

This suggestion will be referre 
to the bank for international set- 
tlements before it can be accepted. 
The entire agreement is subject to 
the approval of the Hitler Govern- 
ment. ‘ 

Bondholders said that Germany 
should pay everything owed, but 
Dr. Schacht demurred and _ the 
Dawes loan was given priority. 

A temporary postponement of ail 
repayments of capital under the :io- 
called standstill agreement, which 
has to do with German short term 
debts, was decided on at the con- 
clusion of a four-day meeting at- 
tended by reprsntatives of foreign 
bankers’ committees, a German 
committee and the Reichsbank. 

A communique signed by Albert 
H. Wiggin, New York banker, as 
chairman, says that payment of in- 
stallments, due and payable to for- 
eign bank creditors under the guac- 
antee of the Deutsche Gold Diskon:- 
bank on or after Oct. 1, 1933, and 
before Feb. 28, 1934, shall be sus- 
pended until the latter date. 
Interest Rate Cut Sought. 

The liability of the Gold Discont- 
bank for the interest remains un-

ALFONSO IS ALMOST READY 
TO APPROVE SON'S MARRIAGE 


Improved Health of Prince and 
Charm of Fiancee Changing 
Attitude.

PARIS, June 16.—The opposition 
of former King Alfonso of Spain to 
ithe marriage of his son, the Prince 
of Asturias, and a Cuban girl of 
unequal rank is vanishing, friends 
said today. The one-time monarch 
is almost ready to approve the mar- 


riage and may even attend the wed- 
ding, they declared. 

The radiant happiness of the 
young pair, and the charm of the 
girl, Edelmira Sampedro, daughter 
of a wealthy Cuban merchant, is 
said to be changing Alfonso’s atti- 
tude.. The former Queen is de- 
scribed as being very happy about 
it. 

The royal family is expected to 
acknowledge the bride as a mem- 
ber, assuring acceptance by the 
monarchists.

| PERSONAL TAXES 
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re TA DOUBLE. 


‘to Use Salesmanship to 
Get People to Raise Val- 


uations. __. 


A campaign to double the as- 
sessed valuation of personal prop- 
erty of St. Louisans, in order to in- 
crease tax revenue, has been order- 
ed by Assessor Coale. He believes 
personal property owners have been 
accustomed to fixing valuations too 
low generally and that many items 
which should have been included in 
returns have bern omitted. 

The assessment on personal prop- 
erty in the city as of June 1, 1932, 
for 1933 taxes payable next autumn, 
is $95,761,818. This would yield, if 
paid in full, $2,623,873 in taxes for 
the city, State and schools, of which 
the city's share for general pur- 
poses would be $1,292,784. Doubling 
the assessment would, of course, 
double the tax income. 3 

Annual blanks for personal prop- 
erty returns are being distributed 
now by the District Assessors. 
Coale said he did not contemplate 
drastic action to force increases in 
valuations by citizens. Instead he 
has instructed the district offi- 
cials to use salesmanship to induce 
property owners to make fair re- 
turns. 

Method of Assessing. 

The Assessor must accept the 
citizen’s sworn return, as to the 
worth of personal property, unless 
he is able to prove the return is 
false. To produce such proof a 
hearing must, be held before the 
City Board of Equalization, which 
meets for four weeks annually in 
March and April. The Assessor's 
office rarely has invoked this 
authority. In case of failure to 
make:a return, the Assessor assess- 
es a citizen’s personal property at 
what he thinks it is worth and 
doubles this figure. 

In delivering the return blanks, 
the District Assessors note on stubs 
their impressions of the probable 
value of personal property in a 
home or place of business. When 
the property owner files the return 
at the Assessor’s office he is sup- 
posed to call on the proper District 
Assessor. This will provide the op- 
portunity for seeking increases in 
the returns. 

“People have gotten into the habit 
of valuing their furniture at, say, 
$100 and declaring they have no 
money in the bank because there 
has been no-serious effort to get 
them to do otherwise,” Assessor 
Coale declared. “This time, if a 
man values his furniture at $100, 
the District Assessor may say, 
‘Surely your things are worth more 
than that; why not raise this to, 
say, $200?’ I don’t think most per- 
sons will object. 

“T don’t believe we have been 
getting returns we should on estates 
of deceased persons. It has been 
thé custom of many administrators 
to put estates into nontaxable prop- 
erty between the date of death and 
June 1, the date of assessment. I 
will ask the next Legislature to 
make the date of death the date of 
assessment of estates.” 

Tax on Automobiles.

JEZFERSON CITY, June 16.— 
Coristitutionality of the Crouse- 
Haymes-Shotwel! act passed by the 
1933 Legislatur¢, known as Senate 
Bill No. 80, whch provides a grad- 
uated schedule of remissions of 
penalties and costs ‘on realty and 
personal property taxes delinquent 
for years prior to 1933, if paid this 
year, was sustained by the 
Missouri Supreme Court en banc. 
The decision was in a friendly test 
suit from St. Louis. | 
In the same ruling the Court held 
that Senate bills Nos. 110 and 115, 
also passed by the 1933 Legislature, 
applying only to St. Louis, which 
reduce penalties for delinquent city 
and school taxes and permit install- 
ment payments of such delinquent 
taxes, were in conflict with No. 80, 
and were suspended for the time 
that No. 80 will be effective—the 
remainder of 1933. 
The court, in adopting an opin- 
ion by Judge Charles T. Hays, is- 
sted a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel City Collector Koeln of St. Louis 
to comply with the provisions of 
bill No, 80. The test suit had been 
instituted in the name of Eugene 
L. Crutcher of St. Louis, a taxpayer. 
The act upheld by the Court pro- 
vides remissions of “penalties, in- 
terest and costs” on all realty and 
personal property taxes for years 
previous to Jan. 1, 1933. 

Payments by June 30. 

It provides for remission of all 
such penalties and costs if the de- 
linquent taxes are paid not later 
than June 30 of this year. The re- 
mission will be 75 per cent if »ay- 
ment is made between June 30 and 
Aug. 31; 50 per cent if payment is 
made between Aug. 31 and Oct. 81; 
and 25 per cent if payment is made 
between Oct. 31 and Dec. 31. The 
act becomes inoperative Jan. 1, 
1934. 
The court held the terms “penal- 
ties, interest and costs,” as used in 
the bill, applied to all costs and pen- 
alties of any kind levied against 
delinquent taxes, including the col- 
lector’s commission of 2 per cent. 
Contentions raised by attorneys 
for Collector Koeln that the act vio- 
lated constitutional provisions re- 
quiring uniformity of taxation, tax- 
ation of property in proportion to 
its value, and prohibiting passage 
of any law releasing obligations to 
the State, were overruled by the 
court, which held the act met all 
constitutional requirements. 

Senate bill numbers 110 and 115 
were passed at the request of the 
Real Estate Exchange of St. Louis. 
The former provides that city or 
school taxes in St. Louis which are 
delinquent for 1931 and prior years 
may be paid in whole, or in install- 
ments of at least 25 per cent, up to 
Jan. 1, 1935, with interest amount- 
ing to 6 per cent a year, instead 
of 1 per cent a month. 

Bill Held in Conflict. 

Senate bill No. 115 provides that 
city and school taxes in St. Louis, 
which became delinquent for 1932 
and thereafter, may be paid in full 
or in installments of at ,least 25 
per cent, with interest at the rate 
of two-thirds of one per cent a 
month from date of delinquency, 
without other penalties.

At the pres 
ent time of year ordinarily the of- 
fice expenses are met from the Col- 
lector’s 2 per cent commission on 
delinquent taxes. To avoid a shut- 
down of the office, the city recent- 
ly advanced Koeln $15,000 to run 
the office temporarily. ; 

If all delinquent taxes were to 
be paid up by June 30, under No. 
80, the city, Board of Education 
and State would lose about $750,- 
000 in penalties and the Collector 
would lose. about $100,000 in com- 
mission, Koeln estimated. 

Koeln had been refusing to accept 
delinquent taxes, except for the 
State, without penalty.

Street Department inspector, mak- 
ing his inspections between visits 
to customers. In 1896, just after 
the May tornado of that year, he 
was elected to the City Committee, 
and he represented the LEighth 
Ward on the committee for 30 
years. 

At Party Conventions. 
Most of that time, he was ser- 
geant-at-arms of the committee. At 
local and State Republican conven- 
tions, he had the same function, 
bossing ushers and preserving order 
in rather boisterous fashion. He 
would pinch-hit for. the reading 
clerk, and in the days before me- 
chanical loud-speakers, his boom- 
ing voice would be heard above 
convention turmoil, calling the roll 
or putting motions. After a nom- 
ination he would be the _ first to 
shout, “Mr. Chairman, I move that 
we make the nomination unanim- 
ous, by acclamation.” The last two 
words, added for good measure, 
usually brought a laugh, which did 
not perturb “Tub.” 

With other city employes of 
Mayor Walbridge’s time, “Tub” 
wore, on poltical occasions, the 
high sugar-loaf hat which was the 
emblem of local Republicanism 
while Chauncey I, Filley controlled 
the party in city and state. When 
Mayor Ziegenhein, early in his 
term, broke away from Filley, most 
of the committee, including “Tub,” 
went with him. After the overthrow 
of the local Republican machine in 
1901, Becker and some other com- 
mitteemen sought refuge in the 
Courthouse, where for most_of the 
time some Republicans remained 
in office. 


One of “Courthouse Ring.” 
He was a deputy circuit cleft 
under Charles R. Graves, then un- 
der Nat Goldstein, and was one of 
the group of committeemen who 
became known as the “Courthouse 
Ring,” a bloc which made Gold- 
stein, himself a committeeman, 
powerful in the city organization. 


from jury duty, which was carried 
on rather freely by some of the 
“Courthouse Ring,” caused trouble 
between Becker and Circuit Judge 
Grimm, who opposed his confirma- 
tion as one of Goldstein’s appoin- 
tees in 1917. Enough Judges stood 
by “Tub” to keep him in his job. 
In 1925, breaking away from most 
of his machine associates, Becker 
was one of two city committeemen 
who supported Victor J. Miller for 
the nomination for Mayor. When 
Miller, after becoming Mayor, re- 
fused to appoint Becker as City 
Marshal, Becker made the City Hall 
corridor echo with his reproaches, 


Mayor’s office. 

He was clerk of the Juvenile 
Court for a time, and in later years 
was a deputy in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, where he remained until his 
death. 


Worked for Soulard Market. 

More than any other person, 
“Tub” worked for the construction 
in his. ward, of Soulard Market 
and Community. Center building. 
By persisterice“and the marshaling 
of various interests and influences, 
he got the project placed ahead of 


“| the rival Biddle Market, and got it 


completed by help from Park De. 
partment funds. He was one of 
the most frequent customers of the 
Market, doing*the family marketing 
so long as he lived in the ward. 

In 1926, a younger man, Harry 
Lohman, beat Becker for election 
to the committee. Becker was un- 
able to understand his defeat, and 
ran twice afterward for the com- 
mittee, before giving up the 
struggle and moving from _ the 
downtown ward. His home on Rus- 
sell boluevard, nearing completion, 


“Tub” Becker was not related to 
Louis J. Becker, who was a mem- 
ber and chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee for several 
years, and who is United States 
Collector of Internal Revenue.

GLASS RES CUTTING 


N SENATE DEBATE 


Recalls Biblical Story of Stab- 
bing Friend—-Says He Never 
Started a Dispute. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 16.—Sena- 

tor Carter Glass of Virginia, in the 

closing hour of the Senate session 


Cutting of New Mexico for what he 


called “a wanton and unprovoked 
attack on me.” 

' Senators sat silent as the Demo- 
cratic veteran of 32 years in Con- 
gress hammered at Cutting, Inde- 


pendent Republican, with whom a 


dispute over veterans’ relief had de- 
veloped into a personal wrangle. 
Cutting started the exchange with 
criticism of senatorial conferes, 
headed by Glass, on the veterans’ 
relief issue, saying they had “sur- 
rendered everything for which the 
Senate was in favor,” and cited 
Glass’ votes against liberalizing 
benefits to former soldiers. , 
To this he added an inferential 
remark which Glass interpreted as 
charging him with changing a 
portion of a statement Wednesday 
night to indicate that laughter fol- 


jlowed. Cutting then declined to 


yield to Glass to make a statement. 

“You have suggested that I in- 
terpreted the word ‘laughter’ in the 
record,” shouted Glass when he 
finally got a word in. 

“T did not,” retorted Cutting. “I 
implied that. if you saw the word 
‘laughter’ the most ordinary sense 
of justice would have led you to 
strike it out.” 

“T’m not in the habit of falsifying 


(ithe record if the Senator from New 


Mexico is,” replied Glass. 
Never Before So Astonished. 

All that was during debate of the 
bill.. Then when all was over Glass 
said: 

“We had from the Senator from 
New Mexico the most unusual and 
I venture to say the most unprece- 
dented performance, personal at- 
tacks on a Senator who was exer- 
cising his right to judgment and 
recorded it in a conference report. 

“Never before was I so astonished 
in my life. . 

“He said that I had assumed on 
the affection of my colleagues, upon 
the esteem in which they held me, 
to insult them at my pleasure. 


“I challenge any Senator here to 
search this record in either house 
for 32 years to show where I had 
initiated a dispute. ... There isn't 
a semblance of truth in the accusa- 
tion, and although I am not accus- 
tomed to being proud of myself in 
any sense, I have often felt that the 
greatest satisfaction of my public 
life was that I had the respect and 
devotion of my colleagues.” 
Recommended Cutting for Cabinet. 

“T had so high a regard for his 
character and intelligence that he 
knows that I advocated his appoint- 
ment to the President’s Cabinet and 
urged him to accept the position of 
Secretary of the Interior.” 

Advérting to Cutting’s profession 
of esteem for him, Glass recalled 
the Biblical story of Joab and Ab- 
ner, reminding them that Joab 
stabbed Abner while greeting him 
as a friend, adding: 

“That is the sort of affection that 
the distinguished Senator from New 
Mexico has’manifested toward me 
here in the Senate, simply because 


1 acted upon my judgment and my 


consciehce in trying to get some- 
thing for the veterans rather than 
nothing.” 

In replying, Cutting told Glass 
he had not “accused him of a despi- 
cable alteration of the record, as 
he will see that the sentence ac- 
cuses him of nothing of the sort, if 
he reads it all.” 

‘I'm not going to initiate any 
kind of a feud with my distin- 
guished friend from Virginia,” con- 
tinued Cutting. “I think just as 


highly of him as I did. I hope he 


may hold some share of the esteem 
for me he says he has held. This 
issue is not a personal one and I 
will not be diverted by any badin- 
age of epithets from thé floor.”

PARIS, June 16.—Hope that a

“The French Government had 
hoped that the June 15 payment 
would not have fallen due without 
an arrangement for’ settlement of 
the war debts having been reached, 
answering the conditions set forth 
in the’ motion of the Chamber of 
Deputies Dec. 13. 

“The circumstances unfortunate- 
ly yet have not permitted realiga- 
tion of this hope, but the French 
Government still thinks that within 
the shortest time a solution should 
be found to the problem of inter- 
governmental debts in the inter- 
ests of the economic restoration of 
the world and notably in view of 
maintaining and also developing 
the results already achieved and in 
so large a part due to France's sac- 
rifice of her own claims. _. 

“The French Government 
quently is obliged to defer payment 
of the sum due June 15. But it in- 
tends in no way to break unilateral 
engagements freely entered into, 
and desires to renew to the Federal] 
Government the assurance that it is 
always ready to give by all oppor- 
tune means the most active help to 
finding a satisfactory solution. 

The French Cabinet voted ap- 
proval for Premier Daladier’s debt 
policy and currency stabilization 
stand at the World Economic Con- 
ference.

Italy Paid Token “To Show. Good

——— administration. Measures daleulated 
to. provide consumer purchasing power include the 
creation of the Civilian Conservation Corps, the pro- 
vision of $500,000,000 for direct unemployment relief, 
the three-billion public works program included in 
the Industrial Recovery Act, and, perhaps, the per- 
missive inflationary powers written into the farm 
relief bill. Measures which aim to restrict output so 
as to boost prices to a point which will cover costs 
and restore profits are the acreage reduction pro- 
vision of the farm relief bill and the anti-trust mod- 
ification of the recovery act. It is clear that the 
latter measures are as yet quantitatively more sig- 
nificant than the former. ‘The administration has 
so far placed its major emphasis on the curtailment 
of output to restore profits. 

This choice, we believe, was a necessary one in the 

present emergéncy. Money with which to buy 
goods could have been spread more widely only at 
the risk of impairing the credit of the Government 
and debauching our monetary system. Public in- 
demnification of all depositors in closed banks and 
greenback financing of a more extensive program of 
construction and unemployment doles might have 
served, in the end, merely to compound disaster. Res- 
toration of profits is, on the other hand, the sine qua 
non of recovery. As profits come in prospect, em- 
ployment will grow.‘ As employment grows, purchas- 
ing power will be extended. With the extension of 
purchasing power will comé an expansion of consum- 
er demand, an enlargement of bank credit and slow 
but steady revival of business activity. 
But this program, despite its merits as an emer- 
gency device, is not without its dangers. It attacks 
the economic dilemma from the producer’s rather than 
from the consumer’s point of view. It.aims to check 
over-production, to eliminate surpluses; .but this 
over-production is, in general, a pecuniary rather 
than a human phenomenon. These surpluses are, in 
the main, surpluses which cannot be sold at profit- 
able prices. They are not surpluses for which there 
is no hum need. The living standards of the 
masses of our people did not, even at the peak of 
prosperity, reach a point which would justify delib- 
erate limitation of output a permanent national 
policy. As industry recovers, therefore, quotas must 
be enlarged, output increased, that all our people may 
share, as consumers, fin the restoration of prosperity. 
We must not inherit from this depression an endur- 
ing burden of universal monopoly. 

Now that the extra session of Congress has ad- 
journed after enacting the Roosevelt program, the 
real test will be found in its administration. It has 
in it the means of stimulating business recovery. It 
has in it, also, the possibility of ruthless exploitation. 
Like a powerful ©xplosive, it may be employed for 
good or évil. The nation’s one real basis for confi- 
dence lies in the purposes, the ability and integrity 
of the individuals who now occupy positions of-au- 
thority. 

Even so, it would be foolhardy to permit this sense 
of confidence to grow into a lazy feeling of security. 
Our people must subject the administration of these 
new measures to constant scrutiny. They must con- 
tinuously assure themselves that the tremendous pow- 
ers which they have granted to the Government at 
Washington are being employed in the common inter- 
est. They must see to it that the voice of the con- 
sumer, as well as that of the producer, is heard and. 
that his interests are safeguarded in the administra- 
tive decisions which are to be made jn the months 
ahead. They must insist that the provjsions of the 
industry bill which permit the President to require 
accounts,. reports and publicity be given equal em- 
phasis with the provisions which permit immunity 
from the anti-trust laws and require the determina- 
tion of hours and wages. 

Here, as ever, eternal vigilance will béthe price of 
liberty. 
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Erasure of the gold clause, Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania thinks, will bow our heads in shame for 100 
years.

N THE British note, dated June 13, it is 

said that “the conclusion, at which His 

Majesty’s Government have arrived is that 
payment of the June instalment could nt 
be made at this juncture ‘without gravely 
imperiling the success of the conference 
and involving widespread political conse- 
quences of a most serious character.” 

In his reply, the President, presumably 
with deliberate intention, makes a rather 
sharp distinction between the economic con- 
sequences of war debt payments and the 
political consequences.

Gooseberry and Currant Jam. 

Another combination that is rath- 
er unusual and delicious. Remove 
the stems and tails from gooseber- 
ries that are quite ripe. Rinse in 
cold water, then mash and heat 
Mea- 
sure and add one cup currant juice 
to each three cups gooseberries, 
add three-fourths cup sugar to each 
cup of the mixed fruit. Heat to 
the ‘boiling point and cook until a 
little of the mixture jellies, when 
put on a cold plate. This will take 
from 25 to 35 minutes. Stir fre- 
quently to prevent scorching, and 
when done pour into hot sterilized 
glasses and seal with melted par- 
affin. 

Pineapple-Rhubarb Conserve. 

Slice and peel a small ripe pine- 
apple, chop fine and put in a 
saucepan with three pounds sliced 
young rhubarb, the 
chopped rind of one lemon and one 
orange, three and one-half pounds 
sugar and one pound chopped rai- 
sins. Let stand an hour to partly 
dissolve the sugar, then cook, stir- 
ring frequently, for 40 minutes, or 
until the conserve is as thick as 
marmalade, or until a little of the 
mixture thickens when dropped on 
a coid plate. Pour into sterilized 
jelly glasses, and seal with melted 
paraffin. Makes about 10 glasses. 
Two cups canned, crushed pineap- 
ple may be used instead of the 
fresh if more convenient. 

Cherry Jelly. 

Three cups juice 

Six and one-half cups sugar 

One bottle fruit pectin 

To prepare juice, stem and crush 
three pounds fully ripe cherries. 
Do not pit. Add one-half cup wa- 
ter, bring to a boil, cover, and sim- 
mer 10 minutes. (For stronger 
cherry flavor, add one-fourth tea- 
spoon almond extract before pour- 
ing.) Place fruit in jelly cloth

Measure sugar and juice into 
a boil over hettest fire and at once 
add pectin, stirring constantly. 
Then bring to a full rolling boil 
and boil hard one-half minute. Re- 
move from fire, skim, pour quickly.

Gooseberry Jam. 

Four pounds gooseberries 

Two cups red currant juice 

Three pounds sugar 

Remove stems and blossoms. from 
berries, Prepare currant juice as 
for jelly. Heat Sugar and currant 
juice together to boiling-point, add 
gooseberries ard cook gently about 
45 minutes. Set aside overnight, 
lift berries with skimmer from 
juice and place in sterilized jars. 
Boil sirup down about 20 minutes 
to thicken it, then pour over goose- 
berries and cover with hot melted 
paraffin.

Fever in Children 


NE frequently encounters chi)- 

dren and infants in whom there 

is a slight, continuous elevation 
of temperature. To interpret this 
condition may require all the re- 
sources of medical science and all 
the ingenuity of its practitioners. 

There is a certain type of child in 
whom a disturbance in temperature 
is provoked on the very least oc- 
casion. These children belong ‘to 
the so-called vasolabile constitution 
type. They are, however, relative- 
ly rare. 

Hence, when one encounters a 
child with a habitual hyperthermia, 
that is, a habitual elevation of tem- 
perature, it is important to rule out 
all possible foci of infection. 

Among such foci of infection 
must be included such disease con- 
ditions as mild tuberculosis, chron- 
ic catarrh or inflammations of the 
nose, throat and gums, infections 
of the ears and of the sinuses, in- 
fections of the kidneys and of the

T is true that one gets further 

with children by rewarding them 

for good behavior than by pun- 
ishing them for bad. But rewards 
can be over used and rendered in- 
effective only somewhat less quick- 
ly than punishment. 

Nothing is gained for character 
development if the child does what 
he should merely because he will 
be paid for it in money or sweets or 
special privileges. Such material re- 
wards soon lead the child to a point 
where he refuses to do anything un- 
pleasant unless he perceives a defi- 
nite material advantage. 


Physical punishments quickly cal- 
lous the sinner and rewards after 
a time render him indifferent. Are 
there then any means which are 
permanently effective? Parental 
disapproval judiciéusly used _re- 
mains always effective. against 
naughtiness. Parental approval ju- 
diciously used serves always to en- 
courage the child to do what is 
right. 

Material rewards have their val- 
ue in hédlping the young child to 
appreciate concretely that it is 
worth while to make a special ef- 
fort but probably even at this time 
their chief value is that they rep- 
resent to him a tangible evidence 
that he is basking in his mother’s 
love and approval.
